Hiftory, by Authorities fairly 
wed, that they ever neglected or defpifed a 
ince, who had not firft proved himfelf 
e€tful and ignorant, and confequently un- 
gorthy, of them. 
The Truth is, the People of England and 
kir Defamers have differing Notions of Roy- 
jy: And long differing may they be! Thefe 
ler miftake a King for a God, and pay that 
Adoration to a little finite Being which is due 
lyto the awful, omnipotent Fabricator of 
nmenfity and Eternity ! Their mortal 
kity glows in the Attention of impoffible 
ifeCLions they impute to him, and Adulation 
liors, with Impunity, to blafpheme ! 
MsV ices are Virtues, and his Virtues Divinity, 
kis lifted up on high, but veiled from vulgar 
sht, left his Greatnefs be diminifhed by his 
tude : Men have a high Opinion of what 
ydo not fee and underftand. They adore 
in without knowing him, and becaufe they do 
aknow him. They glory in his Glory, as 
they fhared, inftead of fupporting, it. Like 
i docile Camel they kneel to receive the 
laden ; but, to fhew they have more Loyalty 
al more Stupidity too than Beafts, they will 
m think it a Burthen, and kneel again, like 
hk prudent Animal, to be unloaded. They 
lgacioufly believe the Earth and all its Con- 
ms to be the Patrimony of their Man-God, 
dthat what they enjoy of them they owe ulti- 
utely to his Grace and Suffrage. All Nature 
his, by divine Ordination ; but then, to de- 
wnftrate his univerfal Benevolence, he allows 
fem the fuperlative HappinefS of tilling and 
Mproving it ; and more they do not wifh_—— 
This is the curt Draught of a Piece which, 
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t Royauté Gallicane, or French Royalty. 
The Englifh confider Royalty in quite ano- 
t Light; for if they did not, the Charge 
Mught againft them would indeed be true: 
would not hefitate to plead guilty where . 
mocence implies Infatuation, and Guile Wil- 
fom, But the Principles of their Notions vary- 
Ra little from thofe of their Antagonifts, 
no wonder they vary a great deal when they 
ome Effeéts. In the firft Place, they attri- 
tno Divinity to their Kings ; for the Terms 
me and facred, which are fometimes ufed in 
public Aéts, 8c. have not their direct genuine 
ie in them : They are there only applied by 
gure, in an oblique Sente, fignitying the 
teem of thofe who apply them, and the 
ilue of him to whom they are applied. ‘This 
Oblique Ufe of the Wor's may be called the 
ery Senfe, as the direét Ule is the divine. 
tif the Englife do’ not think their King a 
God, they think him the worthieft Man. As 
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When ‘they entruft him with Power, he will 
difpenfe it for their Good : ** The Prerogative 
in the Hands of a King is a Scepter of Gold,” 
according to Verulam 5 and had ie inferted the 
Epithet Goon before his King, the Sentiment 
would have been fubfcribed to by the whole 
Nation. But he was a Lawyer, and talked like 
one ; for as the Law affirms, the King can do 
no Wrong, he inferred from thence a King muft 
be good, which indeed is partly true. A King 
in the Opinion of ail Engli/hmen, muft be good 
if he will be happy but we have heard of 
thofe who have been otherwife than good and 
happy, and confequently there is no natural Ob- 
ligation peculiar in him to be either. The 
People of Britain diftinguifh between the Vices 
of a Man and the Vices of a King ; they over- 
look the one, and never praife tho'they admo- 
nifh the other. Royal Virtues are held in 
as high Eftimation as Reafon can permit Gra- 
titude to exalt them: Another Flight, ungo- 
verned by Reafon, would give them a falfe 
Divinity. A Briti/s King is himfelf a Fellow- 
fubje&t: The Laws rule him, and they are 
made by the Reprefentative Body of the whole 
Nation. But if he is a Subject, he is alfo the 
Guardian, of the Laws; and in proportion as 
he preferves in thefe the Liberties of his People, 
do they defend, maintain and enlarge the Pre- 
rogatives they have vefted in him. Their 
kind Offices are reciprocal, as well as. their 
affectionate Senfe of them.— he Patriot 
Englifh do not only love their King as much as 
the French, but love him even more ; for they 
cannot brook dis Abjence at any time from 
them: and this is known to be the ftrongeft 
Mark of Affection that can be given either by 
a Subject of Royalty or of Beauty, either by a 
Member of the Community or by a Votary of 
Love. Infine, if an Exgli/h King is but pre- 
fent with, and does but Know, his Subjeéts, 
there is not a Nation unde¢ the Sun more tra¢t-- 
able, grateful, and loyal. 

When we have compared thefe two fhort 
Sketches of Royalty, it will be no longer a 
Queftion, how the Defamation complained of 
aroie. The Eigli/h are indeed Contemners of 
a Species of Royalty, which has been called 
abjolute ; bat of no other that ever I heard. 

I co not mean to praife my Countrymen at 
the Expence of any other People: The French, 
however their Government clathes with univer- 
fal Liberty. have Merit we ought rather to imi. 
tate than defpife : Tho’ as we are not too proud 
to imitate them, lec us be cautious of the Man- 
ner in which we do imitate, left we copy Ridi- 
cule and Folly, inftead of Learning and Inge- 
nuity. If we defpife the French, our Contempt 
will then be confined to fuch of them only as 
-have been unjuft Detractors of our Loyalry. 

If we look bagk in our Hiftory into the 
Reign of Edward II. we may there fee re- 
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markable Inftances of mutual Kindneffes be- 
tween the King and People, That great King 
had fo gained fo far in the Affections of his 
Subjects, by kxowing them, and fuffering him- 
felf to be known by them, that they even contri- 
buted‘ vaft Sums to enable him to profecute a 





uch they revere, they love, they obey him. 
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many of them lifted under his Standard to im- 
mortalize him more than Cre//y itfelf! Bor a 
King to induce his Subjects to what they hate, 
for them to be lavith of their Blood and Trea- 
fure in purfuit of an Intereft foreign to them, 
is a Monument of Eng/i/b Gratitude and Loy-. 
alty which Time itfelt can never efface. If 
Edward was a good King, he had better Sub- 
jets. The grand Fault of his Reign was the 
unhappy Paffion he indulged to foreign Ac- 
quifitions : He had been a Witnefs of the Splen- 
dor of the French Court, and nothing lefs could 
fatisfy him but to be the Mafter of it. It was 
a Foible undoubtedly, but the Foible of a 
Hero. He loved his Britons too well to defert 
them for a conquered Race, and yet that Race 
poffeffed a Tract of Earth too extenfive to be a 
Province to Britain. Too late, he faw his 
Frror ; he faw the Kingdoms of England and 
France were not to be united. All u.s Nego- 
tiations, all his Victories, only ferved to con- 
vince him of this eternal Truth, That anIfand 
cannot extend itfelf beyond the Waves which 
confine it. Britain he found was to be enriched 
but not extended. But who can dwell on the 
Miftakes of this Edward, who b>? {0 many 
Excellencies to hide them ? No loyal, grateful 
Briton; and they are only hinted to vindicate 
our Anceflors from the Calumny we alfo labor 
under, 

But why fo fir back into Hiftory? Is not the 
Reftoration a later and more certain Proof that 
we have efteemed Royalty, asa free, fenfible 
People ought to do? 

As to my Cotemporaries I will anfwer’ for 
them from thg Evidence of my own Eyes and 
Ears, Far from defpifing Royalty, they love 
and honour it. Our prefentS——n rules a 
People grateful and loyal almoft to Enthu- 
fiafm, — a ‘People whofe Prayers and Withes 
all center in bis fafe and [peedy Return,

LONDON. 

The earl of Effex is arrived at Hanover, and has 
had the honor to be prefented to his Majefty at He- 
renhaufen. 

A new envoy extraordinary is foon expected to 
arrive here from the court of Portugal. 

Tuefday fe’nnight died at Yefter in Scotland, the 
Jord Gifford, only fon of the moft hon. the Mar- 
quis of Tweedale, to the great grief of that noble 
family. 

Saturday evening died, after a week’s illnefs, the 
pious and learned William Whifton, M., A. fome- 
time profeiior of the mathematics in the Univerfity 
of Cambridge ; he was born December g, 1667, 
admitted a ftudent of Clare-hall im 1686, and chofen 
a fellow of that college, 1693. In 1700 he was ap- 
pointed by Sir Ifaac Newton to read Lectures for 
for him, and in 1701, was, by the recommendation 
of that philofopher, chofen mathematic fprofef- 
for on his own refignation, which chair he wor- 
thily filled ’till 1711, during which time he fo clofe- 
ly explained the Newtonian Philofophy in his Ma- 
thematical and Aftronomical Leétures, which he 
then publifhed, as to introduce into the Univerfity 
a noble fyftem, which ’till then was not underftood 
but by avery few, and thofe deep Geometricians.— 
To a lively genius and ftrong memory, he added a 
clofe application to the ftudy of divinity, antient hif- 
tory, and chonology, natural philofophy and mathe- 
mattcs: And the many important truths which he 
difcovered or improved, he freely and candidly pub- 
lifhed to the World; his whole Life being fpent in 
pious and ufeful knowlege. After near 85 years un- 
blameable life, he died beloved and lamented by all 
who value and eftcem religion, virtue, fincerity, 
good-nature, learning & univer‘al tenevolence, 

Yefterday fe’nnight died at Perfhore in Worcef- 
terfhire, Mr.Samuel Rickards, a gentleman of very 
large fortune and of very extenfive ufefulnefs in that 
town and neighbourhood. 

A few days ago died at her houfe in Naflau ftreet, 
Mrs. Pompier, a French gentlewoman of confide- 
rable fortune; and on Thurfday the corpfe of her 
father, who was interred about nine years fince in 
St. Anne’schurch, was taken up, and the fame night 
were both interred together, at Hampftead. 

The Lord Willoughby de Brook was interr’d on 
Saturday laft, at Compton Verney in the county of 
Warwick; the antient place of Interment of that 
noble Family. 

Wednefday morning the corpfe of the late lord 
Clinton, eldeft fon of the earl of Lincoln, was 

carried from Greenwich to be interred amongft his 
anceftors near Horncaftle in Lincolnfhire. 

Wednefday died at Stockwell, Edward Goodwin, 
Efq; formerly a merchant of this city. 

Sunday in the forernoon, a gentleman well dreffed 
was by juftice Carcafs committed to the Gatehoule, 
upon oath of Capi. Ogilvie, and two other gentle- 
men, for holding a piftol, and fnapping the fame 
againft the faid Capt. Ogilvie’s breaft, with an in- 
tent as he thought to kill him. ‘This Man calls him- 
felf Robert Grace, is a native of Ireland, but lived 
moft of his time in France, where he had a commif- 
fion in the army; he was taken in the Hazard floop 
upon the coaft of Caithnefs in 1746, and brought 
prifoner to the Tower. He fays he came but latel 

‘from France, having thrown up his commiffion, & 


, intending to fpend the remainder of his life in Eng. 
, land. Before he went to the juftice he fent for 4 


certain nobleman, who, after coming to him, pru- 
dently declined meddling in his affairs. His: beha- 
viour before the juftice was very difrefpectful and 
ridiculous. 

On Sunday laft a young lady elegantly drefled, 
who had the appearance of one accuftomed to gen- 
teel life, was detected at a very odd fort of practice 
in the papith chapel in Warwick ftreet: During the 
time of the Oblation, when the attention and eyes 
of the audience were fixed upon the Hoft, the be- 
haved very nimbly with her fingers, and picked 
upwards of half a dozen pockets. One who hap- 
pened not to knecl on that occafion difcovered her, 
and communicated it to thofe that ftood by her, who 
inflicted no other punifhment upon her than to turn 
her out of the chapel. 

As Sir Jofeph Hankey, Knt. was paffing up Lom- 
bard ftreet, on Saturday night, a very artful young 
pickpocket made an attempt upon him, but being 
deteéted in the faét, Sir Jofeph had him immediately 
fecured and fearched, when feveral handkerchiefs 
were found upon him; two were taken from about 
his neck, and feveral rolled about his thighs; which 
accidentally coming to the knowlege of another gen- 
tleman, who had his pocket picked the fame even- 
| ing, he found one of the faid handkerchiefs to be his; 
and he appearing on Monday morning before Mr. 
alderman Glynn at Guildhall, and proving it to be 
his property, the young rogue was committed to 
Newgate. Though he is not yet above 15 years old, 
he was lately in the faid goal for an offence of the 
like nature. 

Wednefday a man about 50 years of age very well 
dreffed, was feen picking the pocket of a gentleman 
in Crooked lane of a pocket book, in which was 
a bank note of 201. The perfon who faw him in- 
ftantly acquainted the gentleman, whereupon the 
fellow was purfued and taken in Pudding-lane; and 
being carried before the right hon, the lord mayor, 
committed to the Compter. 

Thurfday 7-night, as a fervant to Capt. Barker, 
of Well-elofe-fquare, and a fervant to Mr, Mift, 
rope-maker, in the Back-lane, were coming from 
Bow, in a one-horfe chaife, the horfe took fright 
near the W hy-not-beat-dragon, and broke the chaife 
to pieces. One of the men had an eye beat out, & 
his nofe beat quite flat; the other’s collar-bone was 
diflocated, and he was fo much bruifed, that his 
life is defpaired of. 

Laft Saturday fome cuftom houfe Officers, at- 
tended by the wardens of gold and filver wire 
drawers, feized at Bloffom’s Inn in Lawrence lane, 
one fhape for a coat embroidered with gold, and 
feveral embroidered and laced waiftcoats, the Em- 
broidery and lace of .which were of a foreign 
manufa€ture, and the fame by law are ordered to be 
burnt. There was a large filver chalice, and fe- 
veral filver crucifixes, which appeared to be manu- 
factured in France. 

A difference having happened between the journey- 
men wool-combers and their mafters, at Norwich, 
about Wages; the journeymen have retired from 
the city, to a heath about three Miles off, where 
they have ereéted booths for themfelves, and about 
300 of them live without committing any irregula- 
rities. 

They write from Launcefton in Cornwall, Aug. 
16, that on Saturday fe’nnight the affizes ended 
there for that county, when the two following per- 
fons received fentence of death, viz. Benjamin 
Wynne and William Nicholas, for the Murder of 
William James.——W illiam Couch and Alice Ri- 
chards, were ordered to be tranfported for feven 
years. And that his Lordfhip, before he left 
the town, was pleafed to reprieve Benjamin Wynne 
and William Nicholas. 

Some private letters inform us, that they are

found a verdict for the merchants, agreeable to 
the fentiments of the judge, who heard the caufe 
with gteat candor and uprightnefs, and to the 
entire fatisfaétion of the whole court. The 
counfel for the merchants (Plaintiffs) were Mr.

FRANCE. 


Paris, Aug. 21. It is worthy to be noted, 
as an example of conjugal tendernels to perfons 
of all ranks, that the dauphinefs, during the 
Ulnefs of her auguft confort, laid afide all cere- 
monies, and, regardlefs of her dignity, per- 
formed the fame funétions as the nurfes, wear- 
ing like them a linen apron; and when the
